The guests 
were Iimited to thirty-five and included 
officers of the cruiser Olympia, membérs 
of the United States legation and Ameri- 
can consuls to Austria-Hungary. The 
affair was strictly private. 
_ After a toast to President MeKinley had 
teen drunk, Mr. Harris proposed the 
health of Admiral Dewey, who in reply 
said: 

“Tl thank you sincerely, and drink to 
your good health.” 

Congressman George Edmund Foss, of 
Illinois, spoke in response to the toast, 
“The American Navy.” Mr. Harris then 
proposed “The Captain and Crew of the 
Olympia,” and requested Admiral Dewey 
to relate. something of the battle of Ma- 
nila. The admiral replied: 

“I only know that having asked the 
steward for something to drink, he gave 
mé lukewarm, weak coffee, which made 
me feel quite sick, but my flag Heutenant 
kept ‘the record and I invite him to 
speak.”’ 

Flag Lieutenant Brumby said: 

“T was a midshipman under 
Dewey, anid he taught me not 
so I will only say Dewey did it.” 

Admiral Dewey rose against and sald: 

“You ask me about the guns and the 
euperiority of our firing. We fired ten 
shots a minute with our five inch guns 
against three shots a minute. I found at 
Manila no more neutral flag than the 
Austrian.”’ 

Admiral Dewey then addressing himse! 
to the Olympia’s chief engineer, said that 
he had contributed to the success of the 
ship in entering the bay at Manila by 
admirable steaming, bringing the speed 
up 18 knots immediately when ordered 
ta put on full steam.

GEORGIAN MADE A COLONEL. 


Regiment of Cavalry Is Being Form- 
ed for Service in Philippines. 
Washington, July 21.—Captain James 
Lockett, a regular army. officer who was 
born in Georgia was today commissioned 
as colonel of what will be known as the 
Eleventh United States volunteer caval- 
ry, part of which will be recruited in the 

*hilippines. 

It has been determined to place a 
large force of cavalry at the command 
of General Otis, as troops of this char- 
acter can be used with great effect upon 
the Filipinos. Besides the eight troops 
of the Third cavalry ordered to Manila, 
a considerable force will be sent to re- 
enforce General Otis. He wil] have 
about 6,000 cavalry in all. By the time the 
troops which are being withdrawn from 
Cuba and Porto Rico reach the Philip- 
pines, about 60,000 men will be in the 
field. 

Orders, toa, were issued today detailing 
a number of officers in the departments 
of Dakota, Columbia, Colorado, Califor- 
nia and Texas to purchase horses. fer the 
cavalry to be used in the Philippines. 
The authorization of this cavalry regi- 
ment is in addition to the twelve infantry 
organizations now being recruited, and 
more troops will be enlisted.

Not finding Joe in there, 
the crowd begun a vigilant search of the 
premises and thence going to the large 
dwelling immediately behind the shop, 
which was owned Ly the Defattas, found 
Joe ‘hid under the chimney. He was 
promptly taken out and the sheriff start- 
ed to the jail with Charles and Joe. When 
he got to the courthouse square a crowd 
of about 250 citizens overpowered the 
sheriff and after a severe struggle took 
Joe and Charles Defatta down in the field 
to the slaughter pen and hanged them to 
the gallows used for slaughtering beeves. 

Joe denied the shooting and said Charles 
did it. Charles said Joe did the shooting, 
which a half dozen saw and know he did. 
Charles said he jumped on Dr. Hodge and 
was sorry of it, that Frank Defatta and 
Sy Deferroch were the cause of the trou- 
ble.

Hanged Them to an Oak. 

The crowd then adjourned to the jail, 
overpowered the jailer and deputies, tak- 
ing the keys, went in and brought out Sy 
Deferroch, Frank Defatta and Joe Cereno 
and hanged them to an oak tree in the jail- 
yard. Nota shot was fired and the crowd 
was orderly and quiet, but very deter- 
mined. A good many citizens pleaded for 
the lives of the Sicilians, but of no avail, 
as this was the third outrage committed 
by this same class. 

About two years ago Frank Defatta shot 
and killed a negro for picking up a water- 
melon which Frank had for sale, and 
about ome year ago Joe Defatta shot and 
killed Pat Mathews, landing keeper at 
Millikens Bend, La., as he was passing his 
store, in cold blood, about a trivial con- 
troversy they had had about some freight, 
and was cleared by some technicality of 
the law. They had frequently made their 
boasts that they would do as they pleased 
and their money would clear them. They 
have since these two scrapes become more 
open.and violent in thetr actions and talk, 
and have on several occasions had fusses 
with some of the best citizens. 

About six months ago Frank waylaid 
and would have killed one of the best eit- 
izens, Lut as luck would have it he did not 
go the way Frank expeeted ‘him to. 

Believe It Was Premeditated. 

The people believe that all five of the 
men had premeditated and planned to kill 
Dr. Hodge, just at dark, as he was going 
to his supper, as the doctor generally 
goes by himself. The plan was for 
Charles to jump on the doctor, JO. to 
shoot him from the door and if help was 
needed the others would have gone and 
helped finish him up. 

Their plans were too well laid and to 
the sorrow of the whole community were 
well carried out. Joe’s gun was found 
on the counter with a box of shells by it. 

The great miracle was that more citi- 
zens were not killed. Dr. J. Ford Hodge 
is a prominent physician and is parish 
coroner and is held by all in high esteem. 
He moved to this place, Calhoun, 
two years ago.

Bainbridgé, Ga., July 21.—(Spectal.)—A 
most revolting crime was committed late 
yesterday afternoon on the person of 
Mrs. J. E. Ogletree at Saffold, Early 
countygon the Alabama Midland railway. 
Two negroes came to the store of Mr. 
Ogletree, who is also railway agent, os- 
tensibly to do some trading, one entering 
while the other remained at the door. 

After Mr. Ogletree had wrapped up the 
goods called for both sprang upon him 
with pistols in hand, saying they were 
highway robbers and intended to take 
what they wanted, and if he resisted, 
they would kill him, as they had done 
many others. 

Being without weapons, Mr. Ogletree 
found himself entirely at thelr mercy. 
Mr. Ogletree and wife reside a short dis- 
tance from the store in the station bvild- 
ing. Helping themselves to all the goods 
they wanted, the negroes demanded his 
cash on hand at the point of pistols, and 
compelled Mr. Ogletree to go into his 
residence and surrender the money. They 
overpowered Mrs. Ogletre and each as- 
saulted her while the other held a pistol 
on the husband. The negroes then fied 
to the swamps on the Chattahoochee 
river. 

As soon as the Ogletrees could give an 
alarm the negroes were pursued by en- 
raged citizens. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ogletree were brought 
here on a train last night. A large posse 
boarded a special train for the scene of 
the crime. 

The whole country is aroused as never 
before. The woods are full of people, 
determined to bring the scoundrels to bay 
if they are on top of the earth, and an- 
other Sam Hose entertainment will be in 
order. 

It is now reported that the pursuers 
have struck a trail going toward Jakin, 
a small station four miles east 

Following is a description of the ne- 
groes: 

One is black, nearly six feet high; 
weighs about 19 pounds; no coat; red 
undershirt; took from the store a percale 
shirt with red dots; wore a black hat and 
black belt; is beardless and carried a long 
black pistol. 

The other is of a ginger cake color, 
twenty-six or twenty-eight years old; no 
coat; dirty shirt; old suspenders, and car- 
ried a large, bright pistol.

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ARRANGING FOR THE 
RECEPTION OF DEWEY 


Washington, July 21.—Admiral Dewey 
having cabled approval of the plans for 
his reception at the national capital, the 
committees in charge of that event are 
free to proceed at once with the necessary 
preparations. Some time ago the district 
commissioners appointed a committee of 
100 citizens to take representative cog- 
nizance of the admiral’s return to the 
national capital, which committee or- 
ganized and subdivided. The executive 
committee sketched a programme, which 
was approved by President McKinley, Sec- 
retary Long and the committee of 100. 
The programme provides for a suitable 
committee escort from New York ‘*o 
Washington. Probably on the afternoon 
of his arrival the admiral will be con- 
ducted to the east front of the capitol, 
where Secretary Long will present the 
sword of honor which: was voted by con- 
gress. A capacious platform, suitably dec- 
orated, will be erected for the accommo- 
dation of the president, his cabinet, the 
members of the diplomatic corps and 
other distinguished personages. In the 
evening there .will be a military, naval 
and civic parade in which every organ- 
ized body in the District of Columbia is 
expected to participate. This feature is 
to be the torchlight variety and is to be 
accompanied by a general illumination, 
the most elaborate effects being along the 
line of march. The parade will be review- 
ed wy the president. Admiral Dewey and 
members of the more prominent national 
officials and international representatives. 
Following the parade will be band con- 
certs in various sections of the city. 

Admiral Dewey has been communicat- 
ed with as to the reception and presenta- 
tlon both by letter and by cable. 

A synopsis of the letter was cabled, and 
in reply thereto the following message to- 
day was received through the secretary 
of the navy:

Compulsory Arbitration. 

Mr. W. R. Hearst, owner of The New 
York Journal, over his signature, in ref- 
erence to the Brooklyn street car strike, 
has this to say on compulsory arbitration: 

“As usual, the trolley managers have 
nothing to arbitrate, which simply means 
that they think they can win without 
arbitration. 

“But the people have something to ar- 
bitrate. When the life of a great city is 
disturbed by a quarrel between a corpo- 
ration and its employees the community 
becomes a party to the dispute, especial- 
ly if the corporation owes its existence 
to colossal gifts of public property. 

“What we need is a kind of arbitration 
that neither party will be at liberty to 
treat with contempt. If two men have a 
quarrel and begin fighting in the street 
the police do not leave them to fight it 
out until one gets the other down and 
sits on him. One of the disputants may 
be absolutely right. The policeman pays 
no attention to that. He takes both men 
to the station house, and the next morn- 
ing a magistrate upon the 
and both have to abide by his decision. 

“Kven if the man who happened to be 
in the right should say: ‘There is noth- 
ing to arbitrate—just stand aside and 
watch me polish this fellow off,’ the po- 
liceman would soon convince him that 
there was something to arbitrate after 
all. 

“When a community gives up its streets 
to a corporation it does not reserve many 
rights, but one of the few that it does 
reserve is the right to have peace. A 
street railroad company operating under 
a public franchise is a quasi-public agen- 
cy. It is not entitled to carry on its busi- 
with the same freedom from inter- 
ference that might be claimed by a pure- 
ly private individual, like a barber or a 
tailor. And even barbers and tallors have 
been compelled by law to treat their em- 
ployees decently, 

“Let us have a system of compulsory 
arbitration, under which corporations 
holding rights granted by the public will 
be deprived of the power to sit in judge- 
ment in their own case. Let the tribunal 
established take cognizance of any dis- 
putes between such a corporation and any 
substantial number of its employees and 
render a decision which shall be binding 
upon both parties. 

“The present system, or rather lack of 
system, is simply economic anarchy—the 
naked, unrestrained right of the strong- 
est. in whose application the most ac- 
complished financier is merely an humble 
imitation of the primitive gorilla with a 
club.

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Macon, Ga., July 21.—The prudential com- 
mittee, which consists of the local trus- 
tees of the board of trustees of Mercer 
University, received today the resignation 
of Mr. Walter B. Hill as a member of the 
law faculty of Mercer. Mr. Hill resigns 
in consequence of his election as chan- 
cellor of the state university. Some 
years ago Mr. Hill ‘was a member of the 
law faculty of Mercer and resigned, but 
at the last commencement of Mercer he 
was again elected, and accepted. It is 
said that Mr. Hill’s successor on the law 
faculty will be an able and popular mem- 
ber of the Macon bar. The law faculty 
of Mercer is strong and influential, and 
the personnel of the faculty has done 
much to build up and popularize the law 
school. The faculty consists of Judge 
Emory Speer, chairman; Olin J. Wimber- 
ly, Clem P. Steed and whoever Mr. Hill's 
successor Will be. The advantages offered 
by Macon as a place for a law school 
have long been recognized and in 1875 an 
act was passed by the legislature of 
Georgia conferring uwpon graduates of 
Mercer University law school the right 
to practice in all the courts of this state 
without further examination.

Darn- 
ley’s illness soon after with smallpox sug- 
e@ested to Bothwell the ease with which 
the house where the royal invalid was 
isolated might be blown up—a dastardly 
deed which he soon accomplished, him- 
self setting fire to the train of powder. 
Whether Mary was coenizant or not of 
the murder, she could not but feel re- 
lieved that her imprudent marriage was 
finally annulled. Bothwell next secured

There she 
was kept a prisoner over ten days, until 
Bothwell had extorted from her a promise 
of marriage—whether through violence or 
persuasion is a disputed point.

After the wedding Bothwell pro- 
cured a hasty divorce from Janet Gor- 
don. to whom he had been married but 
a few months, and became so exultant 
over the success of his vile plans that

get possession of the little Prince James 
should never find opportunity 
his father’s death. 

This threat at once gave the envious 
nobles their chance to term themselves 
“the prince's lords’ and to assemble at 
Stirling in opposition to the impostor. 
Mary. disguised as a man, escaped with 
.othwell to Dunbar, where she raised 
an army which confronted. that of the 
nobles at Carberry hill. Wishing to avoid 
bloodshed, Mary prevented a battle by 
compromising with the chief aobies, 
nromising them pardon in return for her 
free sovereignty. Bothwell fled the coun- 
try forever. The queen's trust in her 
noblemen was, however, crueily betray- 
under pretense of guarding her from 
Bothwell, thes virtually Kept her a pris- 
oner in Lochleven eastle until in 1567 
they extorted an abdication from her. 
Her son was immediately crowned at 
Stirling and systematically taught to de- 
spise his mother. 

A year afterwards she escaped from 
Lochleven, renounced her enforced abdi-

and fearing for their safety in ease of, 
Catholic restoration to power, the inter- 
ested ministers devised an act which 
must inculpate the Scotch queen in any 
future plotting—declaring that any person 
by or for whom any plot should be made 
against the queen of England should be 
galilty of treason. After this act became 
law the conspiracy was not far to seek, 
Babington'’s plot was afterwards 
discovered, and in accordance with the 
special provision, Maury was convicted of 
high treason as the person for whom the 
plot was formed and sentenced to death. 
Whether she was guilty or not, this triai 
was one of the most unjust on record. 
For Mary Stuart had been deprived cf 
Witnesses or advocates, robbed 
of her papers and denied permission to see 
elizabeth or be heard by parliament. The 
ablest jurors of England were sent to 
Fotheringay castle, where the mockery of 
a court was held. For two days Mary 
defended her cause so ably that the law- 
vers, confounded, adjourned the court to 
Westminster, where they speedily con- 
demned her to death. This sentence was 
palpably illegal, because, according to the 
Kenglish law,®*No person should be called 
in to judgment for having attempted the 
ruin of the prince but upon the testimony 
and oath of two lawful witnesses wio 
should be brought face to face before the 
accused,” whereas Mary was convicted 
upon the testimony of two absent secre- 
taries ,and ho witness Whnatever was 
brought forward at the trial. James VI

abeth was wrestling with her Tudor con- 
science, which ever bolstered up its mis- 
deeds with legal or churchly support. It 
dictated the following reply: “Whilst 
Mary liveth there will always be new 
plots of mischief breeding, especially be. 
cause it is now to come to that 
that there is no hope left for the one if 
the other be not extinct! In verity either 
I shall dispatch her or she me! And 
as she has been found guilty by just 
judgment, she ought to undergo punish- 
ment, for that whieh is just is honest, 
and that which is honest ts also profita- 
ble.”” She accordingly signed Mary Stu- 
art’s death warrant, although she after- 
wards feigned not to have intended it to 
be used, and disgraced Davison, her sec- 
retary, with lifelong imprisonment for 
using it. Schiller in his drama of “‘Mary 
Stuart’’ vividly depicts Elizabeth's seem- 
ing irresolution at this crisis, 

Mary met the unexpected sentence with 
great calmness and wortitude, saying: “I 
never thought that my sister, the queen 
of England, would have consented to my 
death, seeing that I am not subject to 
your laws, but since her pleasure is sugh, 
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death to me shall be most welcome. And 
surely that soul were not worthy the 
eternal joys of heaven whose body cannot 
endure one stroke of the headsman!?’’ 
Upon the scaffold, far from making any 
statement of guilt, she said to the faith- 
ful Melville; “I am Catholic, thou Prot- 
estant, but as there is but one Christ, I 
charge thee in His name to bear witness 
that I die firm to my religion, a true 
Scotch woman and true to France. Com- 
mend me to my dearest: and most sweet 
son. ‘Tell him I have done nothing to 
prejudice him in his realm nor to dispar- 
age his dignity, and if he will live in the 
fear of God, I doubt not he shall do well. 
Tell him, fram my example, never to rely 
too much on human aid, but to seek 
that which is from above. If he follow 
my advice he shall have the blessing of 
God in heaven, as I now give him mine 
on earth.’’ 

Mary Queen of Scots stands before the 
bar of present day judgment not for plot- 
ting to escape at any hazard from her 
unjust imprisonment, but. for her alleged 
connivance at Darnley’s murder and for 
her suspected guilty love for her hus- 
band’s murderer. There is no doubt that 
her hasty marriage to Bothwell, not even 
divorced, and her public pardon of his 
abduction of her, caused her temporarily 
to forfeit the respect of all Europe. Her 
defenders assert, however, that she was 
compelled thereto by Bothwell's brutality, 
urging in proof that well attested act of 
parliament for the forfeiture of Both- 
well and his accomplices, which, after 
specifying the nature of the crime com- 
mitted against her, explicitly states that 
her abduction and subsequent marriage 
were compelied by a foree of armed men. 
Froude, on the other hand, brings gpr- 
ward an earlier act of parliament (proba- 
bly dictated by Bothwell) declaring that 
the earl’s high-handed misdeeds ‘‘were 
caused by the said queen's own default.” 
Of the two conflicting acts, the one ae- 
quitting Mary of collusion with Bothwell 
is considered the more reliable. es it 
was recorded during her extreme unpopu- 
‘larity, when it might easily nave been 
suppressed if its correctness were cpen 
to challenge. Froude also accepts as gen- 
uine the silver casket letters; but Mary 
Stuart’s champions consider them palpa- 
ble forgeries of a guilty correspondence 
with Bothwell, because their authenticity 
rests solely upon the testimony cf cne 
of the conspirators of the Darnley mur- 
der. Moreover, authentic letters have 
been found unfolding English complicity 
in the plot to murder Rizzio, ‘‘to be justi- 
fied,’’ writes the English correspondent, 
“as such deeds generally are, by slan- 
der."” Such testimony lends probability 
to the assertion that the majority of the 
plots tried and punished py English law 
originated in the English cabinet with the 
intent so to blacken Mary's character as 
to alienate the sympathies of Europe. 

Modern historians, realizing the oppor- 
tunity afforded the triumphant purty of 
suppressing all inerfminating evidence 
against itself, and of forging proof might 
be needed to defame the unfortunate 
queen's reputation, have almost given up 
trying to decide which of the two queens 
was the more guilty. After all, they urge, 
it was not the personality of either which 
was at stake, but the causes which each 
represented

faults eharged to each, confronting Eliz- 
abeth’s coarse shrewdness with Mery’s 
graceful but wily diplomacy, there still 
remain three points in Mary's favor 
first, the manifest injustice of her trial 
and lack of absolute proef of any charge 
against her; second, her sincere religious 
coaviction amountine almost to fanati- 
cism, and third, her broad tols ration. most 
untsual during the throes of ‘he reform- 
ation to those of diametric belief.

The truth is, 
the declaration of independence is a 
document to be handled very gingerly 
unless we apply its phrases as our 
forefathers applied them. It is a 
declaration against monarchial gov- 
ernment, a denial of the “divine right” 
claimed by kings who ¢arry on their 
governments without regard to the ap- 
proval or the disapproval of the people. 
Bearing this fact in mind, and remem- 
bering that the declaration is, in its 
nature, a protest against monar- 
chial rule, it will not be difficult 
to get at the meaning of its terms and 
phrases, 

When Jefferson said that all men 
are born free and equal, he intended 
this statement to be taken in a po- 
litical sense, and in no other, The 
phrase “the consent of the governed” 
is simply a protest against any govern- 
ment in which the rights and interests 
of the people are set at defiance. 
Yet it must not be forgotten that a 
government set up by the people is no 
government on that account;

When. therefore, the Jeffersonian 
phrases are taken from their proper 
setting in the declaration and are made 
to do duty as arguments in a gpecifie 
ease. with which they can have noth- 
ing to do, they lose their meaning, 
and lend themselves easily to indi- 
vidual absurdities. In a government 
roverned by parties, it must be ob- 
vious that the party which opposes the 
successful one does not give its con- 
sent to the government which the op- 
position puts in operation; but it does 
give its consent, and that most hearti- 
lv, to the existence of those institu- 
tions which are the basis of our gov- 
ernment and which, though they are 
the result of party strife in the first 
to party govern- 
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place, are superior 
ment. 

Those who deal with the declaration 
of independence must take it for 
what it is. and refrain from applying 
its terms and phrases to situations, 
conditions, episodes andvevents on 
which it can have no essential bearing. 
It is a political, but not a party doc- 
ument: it represents the demands and 
desires of a people thoroughly fitted 
for self-government, and ft is leveled 
against monarchial government. More 
than that, the institutions which have 
been founded as the results of that 
declaration provide that people who 
fail under their influence shall enjoy 
the natural and inalienable right of 
all men to life, liberty and the pursuitof 
happiness, subjeet, however, to those 
conventions and restrictions which 
take the shape of law, and which do 
not in every case conform to the dec- 
laration in its substance. 

The Constitution, months ago, called 
attention to the folly of the talk about 
“imperialism” when applied to any el- 
terprise, adventure or acquisition of 
territory by the United States. It did 
not sav, however, that such enterprise, 
adventure or acquisition would be good 
policy or desirable, or just, or pru- 
dent; it simply said that argument of 
any kind crowned itself with folly 
when it applied the term “imperialism” 
to anything undertaken by this gov- 
ernment in its present shape. Before 
this phrase can be truthfully applied, 
we must have a complete change in 
our form of government. 

This matter is not important; but it 
is important that those who quote 
Jefferson's declarations should remem- 
ber the practical interpretation he gave 
them in the course of his connection 
with public.affairs. A political maxim 
may mean a great deal ina large meas- 
ure when applied to institutions, They 
illustrate fundamenta! truths, but can- 
not always be put in operation. Sailors 
do not earry lighthouses with them 
when they put to sea, nor do they ven- 
ture too close to those that are visible 
from the shore. 

Neither Jefferson nor any other real 
democrat ever distrusted the wisdom 
of the decision of a majority of the 
people when that decision is fairly ar- 
rived at. 
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The Falling Showers. 

The rains which have now become 
general over the south have come as 
a benediction to the people, and must 
give renewed joy and hope to the 
toilers who depend upon providence 
for the answer to their prayers. 

These rains have come just in time 
to be most effective in invigorating 
the growing crops and in furnishing 
that impetus with which nature an- 
swers to the toil of man. The work of 
tb? husbandman, more than that of 
people in any other calling, is depen- 
dent upon the co-operation of a kindly 
providence which sends the early 
and the later raing to bless their hands. 
All through the ‘south nagnificent 
crops are already in sight, and it only 
needed the reviving touch which has 
been given to render their full growth 
a certainty. suovyed up by the hope 
which has thus been ‘instilled into 
them, our people can go to work with 
renewed determination to do their 
part, with the full conviction that the 
hand of providence is with them in 
their undertaking. 

Millions of dollars have been saved 
to the agriculture of the country by 
the rains which have thus far fallen, 
so that we have every occasion to be 
thankful for what there is in sight. 
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Death of Colonel Ingersoll. 

The death of Colonel Robert G. In- 
gersoll brings to a close a brilliant 
career which had been sadly over- 
clouded by the adoption of opinions at 
variance with the orthodoxy of the 
Christian world. 

It is easy for men to quibble about 
faith and to criticise that Christian 
sentiment which is the sheet anchor 
of human hope, and which enables 
men and women to face any adver- 
sity through the hope within them 
springing which tells them of the im- 
mortal bliss lying ahead. To go along 
a pathway upon which is dropped the 
seeds of unbelief and skepticism, with- 
out once suggesting a substitute which 
can take the place of the Christian 
hope that inspires men, may gain 
temporary notoriety; but when the 
end has been reached, with the grave 
in sight, with doubt and darkness on 
the one side and Christian hope and 
fervor on the other, who would not 
choose to walk in the pathway of faith, 
rather than to be inflated by the 
plaudits of skepticism? 

Without intending to enter into a 
theological argumeit and speaking of 
the matter in its merely human aspect, 
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what hag been gained to the world by 
all of the brilliant unbelief of the man 
who has entered into that great etern!- 
ty for which he did so little to prepare 
his fellow beings? What record left 
behind him which can inspire the 
heart or bald up the will? Nothing 
has he left behind him save the bril- 
lianece of skeptical speech. To those 
who cried for bread he gave but the 
stone of unbelief. The merely human 
virtues may please us during hours of 
buoyance and exuberance, but when 
trouble comes, when adversity lowers 
over us, when sickness dulls the sen- 
sibility and fading strength warns us 
of approaching decay, it is well that 
we have believed in the One God, and 
that we have accepted His promises, 
and so lived as to face the eternal, no 
matter under what 
name. 

However, while seeds of skepticism 
sown by eloquent lips may linger along 
for awhile in noxious fertility, the 
bright sun of Christian hope will per- 
meate the lives of men and dissipate 
every foul vapor, leaving the air sweet- 
er than it was before. 
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Loubet’s Generosity. 

President Loubet, of IFrance, has 
shown much worldly wisdom and at 
the same time nobility of spirit by par- 
doning the leaders in the Auteuil dem- 
onstration against himself. He hag lib- 
erated at least five individuals with 
the prefix ‘de’ to their names and 
ordered the discharge of a larger nhum- 
ber whose connection with the affair 
was more or less subsidiary. . 

M. Loubet. probably realizes that the 
most effective and quickest way to dis- 
arm opposition is to show it extreme 
liberality. The gross manner in which 
he was insulted by these royal riff- 
raff justified him in imposing and exe- 
cuting the most severe penalty allowed 
by the law. Yet he has chosen rather 
to evince his contempt for this species 
of attack by treating its authorg with 
the leniency which he would extend to 
peasants guilty of insignificant of- 
fenses. Had he sentenced the rioters 
to long imprisonment or public degra- 
dation, he would have antagonized the 
large royalist following in France and 
given an undue appreciation to the 
gravity of the demonstration. 

Beyond and above all this is the 
large spirit which such an action in- 
dicates. In addition to:‘the tact and 
resourcefulness which it implies, there 
is the heedlessness as to self which is 
characteristic of all truly great states- 
men. It is said, on excellent author- 
ity, that this is a dominant trait of the 
French president. He is ever open to 
appeals for mercy, and it is seldom 
that that divine quality Ig not extend- 
ed where the slightest pretext exists. 
Most conspicuously is this principle ap- 
plied, when the president deals with 
persons who have sinned against him- 
self. Apparently, he knowg the way to 
the hearts of the people, and his clear 
perspective of mental vision is not 
clouded by considerations of personal 
danger or interest. 

Thus, unconsciously perhaps. is Pres- 
Kient Loubet, depriving the rovalist 
movement of its backbone. He is evi- 
dencing to those who elevated him to 
his present position that a properly 
conducted republic is the best form of 
government, and that while corruption 
may exist as well under his rule as 
that of a monarch. it {is the un- 
avoidable evil which. beine human, 
is hound to crop out in the most per- 
fect of organizations.

JOHNSTON ARTER 
A THIRD TERM?

Many Politicians in Alabama Think 
That Is Included in Plans. 


GOVERNOR, THEN SENATOR 


Other Men Who Aspire to Both of 
These Places. 


LOCAL ISSUES ARE TO CUT A FIGURE 


Recent Newspaper Talk on the Mor- 
gan-Bryan Controversy—John- 
ston’s Advocacy of Bryan. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 21.—(Spectal.)— 
The newspapers of this state are teeming 
with political gossip, most of it brought 
out by what has become to be called the 
Morgan-Bryan controversy. It might more 
properly be called the Morgan-Johnston 
controversy, although up to now Governor 
Johnston has not indulged in criticism of 
Senator Morgan or anybody else, but has 
contented himself by setting forth his 
own views with characteristic vigor. Be- 
neath the surface, however, the governor 
and ‘his friends are doing a good deal of 
criticif8ing; are predicting that Senator 
Morgan will find that his Bryan views 
will prove an injury to himself, and are 
quietly setting up the pins for the sena- 
tor’s defeat. 

Of course they will deny this latter soft 
impeachment. The vigor of their predic- 
tion of defeat, however, is suspicious, and 
all signs point to a highly interesting 
programme. In a word, this includes— 

First, the re-election of Johnston to the 
governorship for the third term, and, 

Second, Governor Johnston's election to 
the senate as the successr of Senator Mor- 
gan, 

An Ambitious Programme? 

Ambitious programme! I hear you ex- 
claim, All—Johnston and audacious! 

Probably so. It certainly looks so on 
the surface. But ff there is one man itn 
southern politics given to doing audacious 
things—if there one man who has 
proved his fearlessness, {t is this same 
Joe Johnston. You need not be surprised 
at anything he may do. The people of 
Alabama are never surprised, nor ure the 
politicians: there is this difference, how- 
ever, that while the politicians are often 
aganst hm, the people of his state have 
shown a stong tegdency to be with him. 

Governor Johnston does not say that he 
is a candidate for any office. In fact, 
when you put the question equarely to 
him he denies that he has anything of 
the sort in view—and then he turns the 
conversation to the weather, the need of 
rain or any kindred topic. He does con- 
descend to hint, in this connection, that 
he has received a large number of sug- 
gestions from people throughout the state 
who think he ought to consent to another 
term in the executive office—and it is this 
hint that is worrying more than one as- 
piring politician. 

Johnston Urged To Run. 

As a matter of fact, whether the gov- 
ernor knows it or not, there Is a very 
strong possibility—I might say probability 
~—of Governor Johnston making the race 
for the governorship again. There is no 
question that he is being strongly urged 
to do so. My information to this effect 
comes from two different mé@h who are 
very close to Governor Johnston and who 
are familiar with the pressure that is he- 
ing brought to bear on him. Before the 
publication of the Morgan interview. he 
was being strongly pressed by his friends 
in different parts of the state to make 
the race again, and since the appearance 
of that publication, with its anti-Bryan 
leanings, there has been an active demand 
upon him to head the state ticket. 
well as to lead the Bryan fight. Of course 
this comes from political friends, and his 
enemies are charging that !{t all finds in- 
splration here at the capital. 

The letters which are the expression of 
this demand were written before The Con- 
stitution’s interview with Senator Morgan 
appeared; how much difference that may 
make it is diard to tell, Lut certainly the 
first impression which the original talk 
made -hhere was that it would injure the 
senators political chances. 

Johnston's prompt announcement that 
he would do all in his power to secure a 
Bryan delegation from Alabama met a 
responsive indorsement from all parts of 
the state. The democratic masses seem to 
be for Bryan. Some of the politicians of 
the state are against the man from Ne- 
braska, especially those who took the gold 
side in the original controversy in 1896, 
and the number of these who look to an- 
other candidate was undoubtedly in- 
creased by Senator Morgan's talk; but it 
is believed here at the state capital that 
the democratic masses are for Bryan. 
There are many indications of this—per- 
haps the most certain being The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser's opposition to the Ne- 
braskan. To find out how the people of 
Alabama stand on any proposition, all you 
have to do is to ‘copper’ Phe Advertisec. 

From a Friend of the Governor. 

“Will the people of the state stand the 
third term idea?’ I asked one of Govern- 
or Johnston's closest friends. He had told 
me of the many suggestions that have 
come to the governor that he run again. 

“There isn't much in that third term 
cry,’ was his reply. ‘‘You see if the 
folks are with you, they are not going 
to be shied off by any bogie. They will 
be with you third term or firat term. 
The democrats of the state have confi- 
dence in Johnston. They feel that he has 
their interests at heart. His victcry in 
that constitutional convention fight 
strengthened him greatly.” All the politi- 
clans of the state were against him on 
that, but the people were with him. Some 
of the younger leaders have announced 
that they propose to make the fight over 
again in the election of the next legis- 
lature, and the people are afraid that ele- 
ment may be able to so manipulate things 
as to get control of that body. It is this 
fear which is principally responsible for 
the demand upon Johnston to lead the 
fight. The people are confident that with 
him as their leader they can win. I know 
that to all such suggestions Governor 
Johnston has demurred, meeting them 
with counter suggestions that they can 
find somebody else who can be relied 
upon just as certainly as he; but they 
argue that while there may be, and 
doubtless are, others just as true to their 
interests, he is the one they know and 
in whom they have confidence. I have no 
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| rigigt to say it, but I predict he will yet. 
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be a candidate to succeed himself.” 

“And then the senate?” 

“Oh that will come later. I don’t know 
about that. But I do know that if he 
decided to aspire to the senate at this 
time, he will be in excellent shape as 
governor to further those aspirations. Of 
course he would like to go to the senate 
at some time.*’ 

That is the situation as it is seen here 
in Montgomery. It is a fact that Gov- 
ernor Johnston is considering the ques- 
tion of a third term candidacy and is 
considering it seriously. 

The Governorship Race to Date. 

Gome timé ago it looked as if the con- 
test for that office would be between 
Congressman Stallings and General Shel- 
ley, with perhaps a number of less prom- 
inent candidates. General Shelley looked 
over the field and announced that he 
did not care to go into a scramble when 
the party was as badly split as it seemed 
to be over that constitutional convention. 
Since then Stallings has been making an 
active, though quiet canvass, and Speak- 
er Waller, of the house of representa- 
tives, has shied himself into the ring. 
As between these two, Stallings in a 
general way represents the anti-conven- 
tion crowd, while Waller represents those 
who fought so hard to prevent the gov- 
ernor from securing repeal. On this issue 
alone Stallings would unquestionably 
have the best of it. 

But in a gepirit of exuberance, he 
took occasion some time ago to furnish 
to a New York paper an enthusiastic 
eulogy of Hon. Jim Richardson, of Ten- 
nessee as a presidential possibility. Tiat 
eulogy has had the double effect of 
arousing Congressman Bankhead’s 
friends against him, and what is more 
serious, of lining him ‘up in the popular 
mind as one opposed to Bryan. It may 
have been intended as a gentle jolt of 
Bankhead, who is an aspirant with Rich- 
ardson for the house leadership; coming 
from one of Bankhead's colleagues, it 
looked very much as if it was notice to 
the outside world that the people of 
Alabama consider the Tennesseean a big- 
ger man than Bankhead, but the effect of 
this upon Stallings’s chances is not 
nearly so unfavorable as is the impres- 
sion that he is against Bryan. Before he 
was regarded in a sense as Governor 
Johnston’s candidate, by reason of his 
position with Johnston in the repeal 
fight; now with Johnston leading the 
fight for Bryan, there seems little likell- 
hood of his doing much for Stallings. 

Bankhead has for several years been 
looking toward the senate. He was an 
active candidate at the time General 
Pettus was elected and he has been feel- 
ing for a chance to run against Morgan. 
He, too, has been indulging in some antl- 
Bryan talk—it is charged that he did so 
in order to catch eastern votes in his 
speakership aspirations. There is no pos- 
sibility of Johnston taking him up, and 
all the anti-Johnston people are going 
to be for Morgan, so Bankhead seems to 
be left pretty high and dry. 

All Are Johnston Men. 

It is a funny mix-up all around. Just 
now it seems that Johnston ‘s the strong 
man of Alabama politics. Ife amti- 
tious to retain his grip, and to do so, must 
have the governorship and the next leeis- 
lature. It is doubtful if he could elect any 
other man to the wovernorsnip—that 
any other man in whom he can have full 
confidence- and theref'ere he will pre ba- 
bly run himself. He will not back any- 
body else for the senate, for wants 
that place himegelf, and so hig srcegramme 
will probably be as I have otitLned di— 
Johnston for governor first, for senator 
next. 

Anti-Johnston men will not agree with 
this estimate of the governor's strength, 
but the best indication of it is found out 
in the country counties, where the aspi- 
rants for office fall over one another in 
their anxiety to pronounce their John- 
ston allegiance. A leading member of the 
legislature from a west Alabama county 
tells me that the way they know a fellow 
has aspiration for office out there is by 
his talk for the governor. Several weeks 
before he contemplates formally announc- 
ing for some county or local office he 
comes to town and walks up and down 
among the stores, telling what a great 
man he thinks the governor is! He says 
nothing at all about wanting office him- 
self; neither that Saturday nor the next 
nor the next; but with each trip to town 
he grows more enthusiastic in his praise 
of Governor Johnston, until finally, at- 
ter he has said all that can possibly be 
sald and has, as he thinks, maue it clear 
that he is the strongest Johns‘on n.an in 
the county, he announces his candidacy. 
My informant says that this 1s SO gener- 
ally the method observed that they can

Dum-Dum Bullet Finds a Champion 
in American Ambassador 
White. 


The Hague, July 21.—Baron de Staal 
presided at the plenary session of the in. 
ternational peace conference today tg 
place the final seal upon the labors of the 
first committee. The first point of y. 
Karnebeck’s report dealing with prohibj- 
tion of dropping explosives from balloons 
was unanimously agreed to. 

The second point, prohibition of the use 
of asphyxiating projectiles, Was agreed 
to by all except the United States ang 
Great Britain, whose abstention nullifies 
the agreement of the others. 

The third point, which relates to ex. 
panding bullets, occupied the major part 
of the sitting owing to the question of 
the dum dum bullet used by the Br'tigh 
army. Sir Julian Pauncefote expressed 
regret that the plenary session had been 
so suddenly summoned, as the British 
government had intended to make a 
Statement regarding the dum dum bullet. 
The conference agreed to leave the min- 
utes of the session open for the insertion 
of the British statement. 

Mr. Andrew D. White, the head of the 
United States delegation, thea made an 
important speech in opposition to prohi- 
bition of such bullets as the jum dum 
Mr. White’s argument made a great ime 
pression upon the delegates, especially 
when he explained that the adoption of 
the -proposal as submitted would not 
prevent the use of another bullat, which 
had already been invented and which 
would attain the same end as the dum 
dum, but in a more cruel manner, The 
new missile, Mr. White said. was out- 
side the specific definitions of the present 
Proposal, 

Captain Crozier, the military member 
of the United States delegation, proposed 
aS a substitute the following: 

“The use of bullets should be prohibited 
Which inflict unnecessary cruel wounds, 
such as explosive bullets and in general, 
every kind of bullet exceeding the lim- 
its necessary to put a man immediately - 
hors de combat.”’ 

Afterwards a long discussion ensued as 
to whether a vote should be taken upon 
the original proposal of Captain Crozier’s. 
The latter was finally chosen to be voted 
upon. Sir Julian Pauncefote announced 
that he would accept Captain Crozier’s 
proposal, but it was rejected by a vote 
of 12 to 8 M. Van Karnebeck’s version. 
was then adopted, Great Britain and the 
United States alone voting against it, 
and the Portuguese delegates abstaining 
from voting. 

The eight countries voting for Captain 
Crozier's proposal were the United States, 
Great Britain, Denmark, Greece, Servia, 
Portugal, China and another. All except 
the two first named supported the Crozier 
proposal only in the hope of securing 
unanimity in the conference, Captain 
Crozier's proposal being more general 
in its terms, while it was knotn that 
the impossibility of obtaining the adhe- 
ion of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain for M. Van Karnebeck’s version, 
would render futile any convention on 
the subject. 

The remainder of the report was then 
adopted. Before the close of the sit- 
ting the American delegates announced 
that they withdrew the articles which 
they had proposed should be added to 
the Geneva convention, Captain Mahan 
explaining the reason for the additional 
articles and why they were withdrawn. 

The labors of the conference are now 
concluded with the exception of the work 
before the arbitration committee,

Gives Explanation of the Oil Inves- 
tigation in the State. 


SAYS CORN CROP IS ALMOST A FAILURE 


Urges the Farmers To Make Cotton 
a Surplus and To Raise Their 
Own Provisions, 


Commissioner ©. B. Stevens yesterday 
morning issued his partial report of the 
work accomplished in the department of 
agriculture since last fall, the time of his 
assuming the duties of commissioner. The 
report in full is of considerable length, 
and is devoted principally to fertilizers 
and ois. 

The report, is in of 
a monthly talk to the people of the state, 
urges upon the farmers a continuance of 
the reform system of farming and states 
that everything used upon the farm 
shou'd 'be raised at home. The comm's- 
sioner further urges that the cotton crop 
be made a surplus, and calls upon the 
farmers to make one more desperute ef- 
fort to raise their own provisions, 

He mentions the fact that owing to the 
great need of rain the corn cfop is 
almost a failure in many sections of the 


which the nature 


state. 

Commissioner Stevens, in touching upon 
the question of ol! inspection in the state, 
reviews the recent investigation and al- 
ludes to the fact that one of the crying 
necessities of the system of inspection is 
the appointment of an oll inspector for 
the state at large, whose duty shall be to 
vverlook the work and records of the 
iocal inspectors. 

In this connection, the report has the 
following to say: 

“While I make no charge or insinua- 
tion against either of the oll companies 
now doing business in this state, at the 
same time IL conceive it to be the duty of 
this department to see that none but 
pure oil is permitted to go Yo sale, in or- 
der that the life and property of the 
people shall be fully and amply protect- 
ed. Entertaining theese views, 1 urged 
the legislature to pass the bill creating 
the office of oil inspector for the state at 
large, but for some reason it falled to re- 
ceive the sanction of that body. There- 
fore, 1 have been forced to rely entirely 
upon the local inspectors and upon my 
personal! efforts to see that the require- 
ments of the law are complied with.” 

The report also tells of the excellent 
syetem of bookkeeping inaugurated in the 
department by which alli information de- 
Sired by the public could readily ‘be 
gained. 

“For want of sufficient means with 
which to do the work of the department,” 
says the commissioner, ‘“‘we have been 
handicapped to some extent. However, 
the records are in such shape that any 
matter pertaining to this office can be 
fully and perfectly. understood, and 
every item that comes into the depart- 
ment or goes out of it is fully accounted 
for. I believe that the public is entitled 
to know what this department of the 
State government is dome.’ : 

In part, the report is as follows: 

On Question of Fertilizers. 

Having had some thirteen years’ 
experience in the use of fertilizers, and 
having some knowledge of the in- 
gredients which go to make up these 
mixtures, | have done my best to eee 
that consumers should be thoroughly 
protected, as is now provided by law. 
With this object in view I have vis- 
ited in person a number of the larger 
manufacturing establishments and 
examined the crude material, to sat- 
isfy myself that it was such as would 
produce good results, and was suited 
to the purpose for which {t was in- 
tended—that of supplying the elements 
of a wholesome crop food. These per- 
Sona] Inspections have ‘been thorough, 
and I hope have brought about good 
results. 

Hundreds of special samples 
been sent to this department, and 
in every instance the analysis has 
been prompltiy made and the result 
mailed to the party at intefest. I 
trust that the methods adopted by 
me have brought about good results 
and that the farmers and consumers 
feel that they have been amply pro- 
tected by the department of agri- 
Cuiture in this particular, for it has 
been my most earnest desire to see 
that such should ‘be the case. 

Too Many Brands of Guano. 

I am clearly of the opinion that the 
multiplicity of brands of fertilizers 
is wrong and misleading. For i¢. 
Stance, we have registered in this 
department «ome 1,300 brands, when 
in reality we should not have over 
ten grades of fertilizers. I do not be- 
lieve that guanos should be sold by 
grade, for the very reason that the 
multiplicit? of brands now on the 
market create confusion and are eal]- 
culated to mislead the farmer. We 
have so much law upon this question 
that it is difficult for the manufactur- 
ers to conform strictly to all re. 
quirements, and, in’truth, it is difficult 
even for this department to construe 
these laws 


The Question of Oils. 


This department has charge of the 
oil business of the state. I have the 
appointment of the local oil inspec- 
tors. These inspectors are required 
to inspect all oils that come into this 
state. They are required to reject all 
oils that do not come up to the test 
required by law of 120 degrees Fah- 
renheit, and to make monthly and 
quarterly reports to this office. show- 
ing the test of each shipment cf oll 
that is permitted to go to sale and to 
remit the moneys belonging to the 
state to the state treasurer. I have 
kept a perfect record of — acts 
and doings of each inspector$]n Geor- 
gia. Looking to the more thorough 
inspection of oil sold in this state end 
believing that we should have a bet- 
ter grade than was then being sold so 
early as last winter, when the legisla- 
ture was in session, I requested that 
body to permit me to appoint an oi] 
inspector for the state at large, whose 
duty it should be to overlook the work 
of the local inspectors, to see that 
their instruments were in proper con-

However, the peo- 
ple from now on need have nv fear 
that any spurious oils will be sold in 
this state. 


Have Seized 750,000 Gallons. 


During the present month I haye 
seized and condemned about 750,000 gal- 
lons of oil at different points, careful 
analysis by the state chemist and oil 
inspectors in those qgplaces§ having 
shown said oil to be below the safeiy 
test required by the laws of Georgia. 
The refiners have been notified tv 
bring said oil up to the legal stand- 
ard or else remove [{t from the state, 
and I shall see to it that this order 
is strictly enforced. I have made ita 
personal duty to see that .he yarious 
inspectors of the state inspect properly 
and scientifically the that pass 
through their hands; and I hope when 
the legislature meets it will give us 
such Jaws as will more fully rnd am- 
ply protect the people in this siate. 


Regarding the Crops. 


say that in many parts 
have had no rain for 
from eight to nine weeks, and in some 
sections the corn crop, it would ép- 
pear, will be almost a failure. The 
cotton is quite small, but with good 
seasons from now on we may have a 
fairly good crop. I urge cur farmers 
to commence at the earliest moment 
to save all the forage they can, in 
order to help out the short crop, and 
early in the season they should put 
in plenty of oats and wheat that it 
may not be necessary to buy teed stuff 
next sprirg and stu:inmer. 

In conclusion, let me again urge 
upon the farmers of Georgia to con- 
tinue the reform in our system of 
farming.

The supreme court yesterday morning 
handed down a decision in favor of the 
Atlantg Baggage and Cab Company, in 
the suit instituted against it and the va- 
rious railroads having an interest in the 
union depot, by Captain T. Kates, the 
proprietor of another transfer company. 

In his original bill for injunction fiied 
against these companies, Captain Kates 
contended that he was ‘being unjustly dis- 
criminated against. ‘He claimed that the 
Atlanta Baggage and Cab Company was 
allowed to send its agents through the 
passenger trains entering the city for the 
purpose of soliciting ‘business, while ‘he 
Was not permitted to do likewise. 

One of his main contentions was that 
the other delivery company had jts head- 
quarters in the depot, while he was not 
allowed room under the shed, and that 
in consequence, he was handicapped in 
the work of securing Dusiness, which he 
claimed, he was entitled to contract for. 

It was intimated that the Atlanta Bag- 
gage and Cab Company Was a monopoiy, 
in that it permitted no other company to 
enter into legitimate competition with it. 

hese charges were al! demied by the de- 
endants, and at the hearing in the su- 
perior court, the injunction prayed for 
was denied, and the case was appealed to 
the higher court, 

The supreme court affirmed the decis- 
lon of the superior court, and there the 
matter now rests.

Corn and Oats Lost 1-4 to 3-8c and 
Provisions Closed Unchanged 
to 21-2c Higher. 


Chicago, July 21.—Wheat declined a full 
cent today and closed at the bottom. 
Large shipments from Argentine caused 
the slump. Corn and oats bost 4@%3s3 and 
provisions closed unchanged to 2'e higher, 
the latter in pork. 

Wheat opened easy and Ye 
70%c for September. Liverpool was 
slightly higher, but receipts were large 
and crop prospects good. September solid 
off early to 7%c. Argentine shipments 
for the Week were reported at 1,dH,0uW0 
bushels as compared with 16,000 last 
year. Continental demand was reported 
not large, but still a demand, and predic- 
tions of showers in the northwest follow- 
ing other predicticns of more favorable 
Weather caused some buying on which 
Septernber rallied to 714%4c. Spring wheat, 
on which all speculative eyes are set, was 
reported damaged in Washington. The 
demand was soon filled in the pit and 
after holding for a time around Tlic, Sep- 
tember started upon an irregular decline 
Which ended only with the adjournment 
of the board.

The Day’s Trade in Stocks Reviewed. 


By Private Wire to C. B. Woodruff. 

New York, July 21.—The following is 
from The New York Sun: 

“Although the volume of transactions 
was comparatively light, there was a 
substantial improvement in the undertone 
of today’s stock market. Commission 
houses wefe more active, and at the 
opening there was more snap to the trad- 
ing than has been displayed during the 
past ten days. Today’s London market 
reflected a decidedly better tone, due to 
he unchanged Bank of England discount 
rate and greater ease in the private rate, 
which declined to 3% per cent. With a 
clearing political situation abroad and the 
collapse of the labor striges, there was a 
tendency in London to take hold of inter- 
national stocks, and so the opening for 
Americans were almost buoyant in tone, 

al speculative sentiment was bullish 
on the failure of the strikes and the com- 
paratively small losses that would be 
sustained by the affected companies, an 
expected favorable bank statement, the 
ease of the foreign exchange market and 


expressed the opinion that, while they ex- 
pected somewhat higher rates, they did 
not look for any serious stringency in the 
near future while the commencing of the 
crop movement was in progress. Esti- 
mates based on tomorrow's bank state- 
ment pointed to a substantial increase in 
the surplus reserve. It was estimated that 
London bought about 18,000 shares in the 
general list, Louisville and Nashville ap- 
parently being the favorite. In the late 
trading the market was dull and strong; 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit led the tractions 
in point of strength. The grangers held 
well and the sentiment, of room traders 
was more bullish, many of them working 
on the longside. Demand sterling was 
lower at $4.87%. The close was dull a 
firm.’”’

DEMAND INCREASES 


General Trade Situation Apparently 
Lost Nothing in Strength. 


BUSINESS IS UNPRECEDENTED 


Iron and Steel Retain All of Their 
Old Strength—Crop Prospects 
Encouraging. 


—_—_—_—_ 


New York, July 21.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“The general trade situation has appar- 
ently lost nothing in strength. The aggre- 
gate mid-summer business is of an un- 
precedented volume, and signs of expan- 
sion in the demand for fail and winter 
goods increase. Prices, except for the 
cereals, coffee, raw sugar and some dairy 
products, are either firmly held or tend 
tpwards. Notable among those advanc- 
ing are pork products, petroleum, copper, 
tin, tin plates and raw wool, while the list 
et products unchanged includes retined 
sugar, hides, leather, lead and cotton. 

“Crop prospects are encouraging, the 
movement of grain to market is in im- 
mense volume and rallroad earnings con- 
sequently continue to show large increas- 
es over preceding years. 

‘Possibilities tnat the present corn crop 
will equal, if not exceed, the largest on 
record, have depre:ped prices of other 
cereals to an extent equa! to the decline 
in wheat. The corn yield in Kansas par- 
ticularly promises to be enormous, always 
providing that hot winds do not affect 
the crop. 

‘Iron and steel retain all of their old 
strength, and while prices at the east are 
unchanged, further advances in crude 
and manufactured material are noted at 
Chicago. Inquiry by Bradstreet’s show 
that searcity of supplies in this industry 
has exercised some influence upon indus- 
trial operations. Several mills at the west 
are reported idle because of lack of ma- 
terial. Structural forms of iron and steel 
are also backward in delivery and some 
new work has been discouraged by fears 
that supplies of materia! will not be forth- 
coming. 

‘In textile circles the situation 1s one 
of unabated strength, but particularly so 
in wool and woolen goods. Manufacturers 
are freer buyers at the east, and their 
agents are purchasing heavily at the west. 
Quotations for fine grades are conse- 
quently higher all around. In the market 
for finished goods, orders are of large 
volume, particularly in worsted, and some 
concerns are cutting down consumers’ or- 
ders, claiming inability to deliver. 

“The jobbing demand for dry goods is 
increasing slowly at the east and the 
prospects are regarded as highly encour- 
aging. 

‘‘Advices from the boot and shoe trade 
are generally satisfactory, and little dif- 
ficulty is experienced tn obtaining  ad- 
vanced quotations demanded. An exam- 
ple of earlier activity in this line is fur- 
nished by reports that Boston shipments 
for the first half of this year exceed those 
of last by over 3,000,000 pairs. Leather 
is active and. hides are firm with a goad 
margin of profit reported in the former 
industry. 

‘Business failures for the week number 
174, as compared with 174 last week, 188 in 
the corresponding week of last year, 220 
in 1897, 280 in 1896 and 239 in 1895. 

“Business failures in the Dominion of 
Canada number 19, as against 27 last week, 
17 in this week a year ago, 21 in 1897, 31 In 
1896 and 25 in 1895. 

“Wheat, including flour shipments for 
the week. aggregate 3,408,073 bushels, 
against 3,263,815 bushels last week, 2,303,469 
bushels in the corresponding week in 1838, 

978.828 bushels in 1897, 3,073,730 bushels in 
1896 and 1.263.096 bushels in 189. Since 
July 1st, this season, the exports of wheat 
aggregate 10,430,860 bushels, against 7,942,- 
988 bushels last year and 6,003,526 bushels 
in 1897-98. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
* 666.294 bushels, against 4,553,739 last week, 
9399 198 in this week a year ago, 2 298, - 
879 in 1897. 1.283.435 in 1896 and 770,095 bushe's 
in 18%. Since June Ist, this season, corn 
exports aggregated 12,317,177 bushels, 
against 8,055,048 bushels during the same 
period a year ago and 7.754.626 in 1897-98. 


Dun’s Review. 


New York. July 21.—R. G. Dun & Co., in 
their weekly review of trade tomorrow, 
will say: 

“Optimism is always popular, but more 
than half the time dangerous. seven 
years of halting and reaction histurica:- 
ly follow three of rapid progress. sut 
the three of progress have now yet pass- 
ed. and the most. cautious search dis- 
closes no sign of halting. Foreign ankxie- 
ties have been real, but seem to be pass- 
ing, and Europe has begun paying liberal- 
ly for more food without expectacion that 
securities can be sent in settlement. The 
extensive labor strikes have vanished and 
the local do not affect national brs: ness. 
Fears of new and powerful corporetions 
lessen, as it is found that they are con- 
trolled by the same taws which govern 
the small companies. Above all, the gen- 
@ral evidences of prosperity continue 
convincing, failures are the smallest ever 
known for the season, railroad earnings 
the largest, and solvent payments throt gh 
clearing houses in July have been 48.6 per 
cent larger than last year and :2.3 per 
cent larger than in :sv2, the best of pre- 
vious years. 

“Official returns of the most wonderful 
year in the nation’s commerce show a 
decrease of $85,900,000 in value cf the great 
staples exported, largnely cwing to prices, 
but an increase of about $80.600,000 in cth- 
er exports, mostly manufact ires, 

“Fear of deficient crops has heen buried 
under western receipts from tarmers 
amounting to 13,861,046 bushels cf wheat 
for the month thus far, against 3,773,108 
last year, and 15,298,655 bushels corn, 
against 6,612,315 last year. 

“Exports of wheat, Atlantic and Pa- 
cifie, have been 7,709,193 bushels during 
the month thus far, against 7,339,550 last 
year, and of corn 9,093,041, against 5,097,847 
last year. Prices declined sharply with 
assurances of ample supplies—wheat 3c 
and corn 24c—which is the more signifi- 
cant in view of the previous heavy ex- 
ports af both. 

“Cotton is also gaining abroad largely, 
though the price remains 6,19c. 

“Pig iron has not advanced this week, 
but mainly finished products, steel rails, 
to $30 at Pittsburg; billets $34, sheet bars 
to $33.50, sheets to 3c at Pittsburg, and 
cut and wire nails both $3 per ton. 

“The American Tin Plate Company sct- 
tled with its hands by granting lo cents 
more wages and raised the prices of 
plates 3 cents per box. Still demands do 
not abate, though works have two refuse 
many orders. In plates one large order 
for shipment to the Clyde was received. 
In bars less urgency of demand appears 
at the east, but in sheets werks are 
about filled for the year, and in structu- 
ral shapes, besides 3,500 tons for bridges 
and 1,200 buildings at Chicago, a propesal 
is reported for 3,000 tons to build a palace 
for the mikado of Japan, 

“Coke is unchanged in price and likely 
to break the record for production this

“Tin is lifted 28.9 cents by wild specu- 
lation at London. Copper is firm at 1i8tec 
and lead Is said to be sold by the smelt- 
ing company below 4.60 cents, the quoted 
price. 

“Wool is still advancing, Coates’ Broth- 
ers circular of the 15th showing a rise of 
219c since May 15th, speculation being 
particularly active in fine wool, because it 
is rising abroad, though in less demand 
for manufacture here than combing and 
medium grades. At the three murkets 
35,956,100 pounds have been sold in three 
weeks. against 34,124,700 in the same weeks 
in 1897 before the present tariff was en- 
acted.

rons could scarcely contemplate without 
fiinching, the prospect of half a dozen or 
more visits between the hours of 4 and 
y¥ o'clock. The etimulant to which they 
look for support In. these trying hours 
of social chit-chat—the strengthtning cup 
of tea that each hostess expects her 
guests to sip at the flower-covered ta- 
bies—is threatened with expulsion from 
our homes. 

The warning comes from Boston, which 
ciassic city received the hint from Lon- 
don and, remembering our longing to be 
in everything ‘English, don’t y’ know,” 
hastens to advise us of this blow to that 
most popular of society’s ‘‘occupations.”’ 

The news will not affect us so strongly 
here, since afternoon teas are not quite 
so frequent amone us; but what will the 
devotees of this form of amusement 
elsewhere do without the joyful dissipa- 
tion? 

It may be that Boston disapprove of 
this manner of entertainment because it 
lg not so congenial to her ideas of p.eas- 
ure as wouid be, for instance, a 
mentale—that is, a party at which con- 
versational intercourse would follow an 
instructive and elevating lecture by some 
distinguished sclentist—a form of amuse- 
ment that would be attended by intel- 
lectua]) development, though maybe not 
by the hilarity that they say aids the 
digestion. 

The cause of the threatened calamity 
lies in the fact that a number of London 
doctors have decided that tea-drinking 
is the cause of many of the cases of in- 
sanity and suicides that daily shock the 
world. Some doctors, iike some preach- 
ers, are often at a loss for something ex- 
citing to talk about; and in consequence, 
they often condemn absolutely some cus- 
tom or habit that is harmful on’'y in its 
excess. For them to condemn only the 
excess would be to do only what others 
have done berore, and would cause hard- 
ly a sensational suggestion; but to con- 
ceive an evil where evil was never 
thought of before—that seems to be the 
principle of true greatness, according to 
the ideas of the modern multitude. 

These English physicians give instances 
of families who have died of tea-drinking, 
but they are all exceptional cases; as in 
that of the household who kept the tea- 
pot on the stove all the time, and added 
water and tea whenever they wished a 
drink, until the teapot was full of leaves 
and had to be emptied. Although it must 
be admitted some women do drink this 
beverage in excess, yet prove 
that more women die of diseases caused 
by intoxicating liquors than ‘by the ner- 
voug disorders which too much tea will 
effect. The physicians in Boston, where 
the subject was first discussed in Amer- 
ica, agree, too, in the assertion that tea- 
drinking is in itself harmless, whatever 
may be the deleterious results of excess. 

Even should all the doctors in the world 
cry out against it, however, woman 
may cling to her tea parties, because, 
although those who know, declare .that 
it ‘will make her complexion parchment 
colored, yet in the same way has she 
not ‘been told over and over of the poison 
to her complexion that is hidden in bon- 
bons, and did anybody ever hear of a 
woman who refused a box of candy?

Weather Bureau Climate and Crop 
Bulletin Issued. 
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IS IN GOOD CONDITION

Continued Drought Has Injured Cot- 
ton, Except in Mississippi—Cane 
Yield Will Be Large. 


CORN 


_= 


The crop bulletin issued by the United 
States department of agriculture for the 
week ending July 17th indicates that the 
lack of. general rains in the south has 
caused the cotton and corn crops to be 
below the average. Mississippi cotton 
alone appears to be uninjured, while the 
lowland corn of that state ts in excellent 
condition. 


The louisiana sugarcane crop is doing 
well, and the South Carolina rice yield 
will be very large. 

The favorable weather conditions in Il- 
linois, Indiana and Iowa have 
a fine corn crop. 

The report in part is as follows: 

Summary of Crop Conditions. 

lhe absence of rain over a large part of 
the sult and south Atlantic states has 
intensitied the previously reported drought 
conditions in piat section, more particu- 
larly over the interior portions of the 
central and east gulf states, middle Ten- 
Nessee, and the western portion of the 
Carolinas, while extensive and continuous 
rains over Central Wisconsin have proved 
unfavorable. ‘Lhe eastern portions ol Ure- 
B0n and Washington have experienced 
High temperatures with drying winds, 
Waich have proved detrimental to the 
Brain Crops of (hose states. Over a large 
part of ‘iexas, Including the greater part 
vt the inunuated region of the Brazos 
basin, there has veen an almost total av- 
Sence otf rain. The Brazos buttom lands, 
however, are not ary ehougn tor cultiva- 
tion. in the central valleys, New kEneg- 
land,, middie Atiantic slates, generaliy 
throughout the central and svuthern pla- 
leau regions and California, the weather 
conditions of the week have been tavor- 
able for the giowth and development of 
Crops and tor general farming operations. 

in the south Atiantic, central, and east- 
ern gull states, invluding central ‘lennes- 
See, Southern Missouri, and portions of 
Kentucky and Virginia, corn is suffering 
from drought and has failed rapidly dur- 
ing the week in Georgia and the Carv- 
linas, upland corn in North Carolina being 
damaged beyond recovery. In Texas a 
heavy crop is assured in the northern part 
of the state, and the late planted in the 
southern portion is better than was ex- 
pected. In the middle Atlantic states, 
and generally in the great corn states of 
the central valleys, the week has been 
very favorable to corn, which is now 
tasseling as far north as southern Mich- 
igan. The crop has made excellent 
growth under most favorable temperature 
conditions in all northern districts from 
the Missouri valley eastward to the At- 
lantic coast. 

Winter wheat harvest co§iinues where 
unfinished in the more northerly sections 
to the east of the Rocky mountains, rains 
of the past week having delayed har- 
vesting in portions of Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan; harvesting has begun in Umatilla 
county, Oregon. The harvesting of spring 
wheat has begun in Iowa, where it will 
be general in about ten days. The re- 
ports respecting spring wheat from the 
Dakotas are generaly favorable, and while 
most of the crop in Minnesota continues 
promising, rust and lodging are increas- 
ing. 

Oat harvest is well advanced in the cen- 
tral valleys and middle Atlantic states, 
andin the more northerly sections the gen- 
eral condition of the crop is promising. 
Some lodging, however, is reported from 
Wisconsin, 

The general condition of cotton in the 
eastern portions of the cotton belt is less 
favorable than in the preceding week, tue 
principally to the prevalence of drought 
conditions, and in part to the ravages of 
insects. The crop tin these districts is, 
hov®-ver, well cultivated, a considerable 
portion having been lafd by. In Missourl, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas, except in 
the recently flooded region, and portions of 
Mississippi, cotton has done well and its 
condition is generalivy improved. In Texas 
the crop is growing nicely, and, as a rule, 
is fruiting heavily. In southwest Texas 
early cotton is opening and some has been 
picked. 

Owing to continuation of drought in 
Tennessee, the outlook for the short acre- 
age of tobacco in that state is very un- 
promising. In Kentucky the crop, pre- 
viously reported as in unfavorable con- 
dition, has b@n greatly improved by re- 
cent rains. Cutting and curing continue 
in the Carolinas under very favorable 
weather conditions. In Ohio the crop is 
uneven ,but in Indiana and In the middle 
Atlantic states and New England tobac- 
co is In excellent condition, a considerable 
acreage in Virginia being in ‘‘top.” 

Sonp plowing for fall seeding has been 
done in Kansas. 

Special Telegraphic Reports. 

Virginia—Richmond: Week warm and 
generally dry; crops have advanced well, 
except locally; wheat thrashing continues, 
with light vields; spring oat harvest in 
progress, yields mostly poor; corn grow- 
ing well and promising, except where in- 
jured by drought; considerable acreage of 
tobacco in top, crop generally in good 
condition; truck and gardens needing rain. 

North Carolina—Raleitgh: Rainfall! light, 
poorly distributed and insufficient; latter 
part of week excessively warm: drought 
prevails oer many counties, seriously in 
west, where gardens are ruined, upland 
corn beyond recovery, and cotton begin- 
ning to deteriorate, where rains fell crops 
continue promising; corn earing well; cot- 
ton biooming freely; curltig tobacco pro- 
gressing favorably with excellent resulta. 

Svuuth Carolina—Columbia: Rain need- 
ed, crops falling; cotton stopped growing, 
is she.ding leaves and squares, but gen- 
erally well fruited; old corn in critical 
condition, needs rain, crops already se- 
verely injured; rice excellent; tobacco be- 
ing rapidly gathered and cured, yelds fair- 
ly good, in some flelds excellent. 

Georgia—Atlanta: Week unfavorably 
hot and dry; cotton being damaged by lice 
and grasshoppers, is small and blooming 
to top; corn tasseling low and failing 
rapidly; gardens and pastures urying and 
stock water becoming scarce in many 
counties; everything suffering for mois- 
ture. 

Florida—Jacksonville: Deficient rainfall 
in northern districts retarded potato set- 
ting and in some sections caused cotto® 
to shed: week was generally favorable for 
corn, cotton, cane, rice, and citrus trees: 
cotton being laid by; cutting and curing 
tobacco progressing: peaches and pears 
scarce} pineapple crop shipped. 

Alabama—Montgomery: Some hot davs; 
drought becoming serious; corn deteriorar- 
ing, and without rain some early corn will 
make poor yield: cotton clean but now 
fruiting irregularly: rust developing and 
spreading, and shedding forms reported in 
some sections; gardens and pastures poor; 
peas and cane detoriating. 

Mississippi—Vicksburg: Little rain dur- 
ing week, but crops not suffering mate- 
rially, although rain is wanted: cotton 
growing nicely and much fruiting, late 
planted in bl\#@som, but plants are small 
on high ground: considerable cotton laid 
by; corn reported good on low lands, fields 
irregular on high grounds; rain is gene- 
rally needed “or crops and pastures. 
TLouisiana—New Orleans: Weather fa- 
vorably in southern portion: rainfall de- 
ficient in central and northern portions: 
sugarcane laid by, healthy and growing 
rapidlv: bulk of rice @rop tin fine condition 
beginning to head; cotton in fair condition 
generally, but growth of cotton and cane 
being retarded bv drought in central and 
northern parishes. 

Texas—Galveston: Absence of rain, er- 
cept showers in extreme southeast and 
northwest portions, very favorable for ag- 
ricultural interests: brazos bottoms not 
dry enough for cultivation; cotton grow- 
Ing nicely and fruiting heavily, excent in 
few scattered localities: early cotton in 
southwest portion opening and some pick- 
ed, several comnlaints of pest but no ma- 
terial damage: heavy cron of corn assur- 
ed in northern portion, late planting in 
southern portion better than expected; 
sugarcane suffered greatly in Brazos hot- 
toms, otherwise doing well; rice doing 
riicely. 

Arkansas—Little Rock: Weather hot 
and dry; crops beginning to show effects 
of drought in localities; chinch bugs dam- 
aging corn: early corn about made, late 
needs rain: cotton that has been thor- 
oughly cultivated doing well, and is gen- 
erallv growing and fruiting nicely. al- 
though boll worms are doing some dam- 
are: rain needed in localities. 
Tennessee—Nashville: Local rains most- 
ly insufficient. but over greater portion of 
state severe drought conditions continue,

to such corporation or individual a por- 
tion of its baggage room and conceding 
to it or him the privileges necessarily in- 
cident to the occupancy and use therev’, 
provided that so doing does not interfere 
with the exercise by any other person of 
any right which he may lawfully demand 
of the company as a common carrier.
